The last Last Lecture of the semester

“What is it I have 
learned from life that I 
would 1 like to share 
with you today?” 

On Thursday, Nov. 

16, this was the ques¬ 
tion framed by Supriya 
Lahiri (Economics) at 
the fall semester’s con¬ 
clusion of “The Last 
Lecture” Series, spon¬ 
sored by the Multi-faith 
Council at UMass 
Lowell and funded by a 
grant from the Council 
on Diversity and 
Pluralism. 

Speaking as a trained 
economist. Professor 
Lahiri noted that eco¬ 
nomics is about making 
choices. 

“Given our unlimited 
wants and scarcity of 
resources.” she said, 
“how do we make 
choices such that we 
maximize our utility or 
satisfaction?” 

“In economics,” 
Lahiri explained, “we 
say that there are two 
kinds of variables: 
exogenous and endoge¬ 
nous. Exogenous vari¬ 
ables are those over 
which we have no con¬ 
trol; they are deter¬ 
mined outside the sys¬ 
tem and economists 
take their values as 
given - as opposed to 
endogenous variables 
that are determined 
within the system.” 

Professor Lahiri con¬ 
siders herself very for¬ 


tunate in terms of cer¬ 
tain exogenous vari¬ 
ables. She was bom in 
Calcutta. India, into a 

very loving family w ith 
parents who supported 
her in every way and 
gave her unconditional 
love. She has two won¬ 
derful sisters who look 
forward to her visits to 
India. When she was 
ten and her older sister 
13, the two went 
together to live with 
relatives to attend a 
good school. With 
these caring relatives 


and their different 
lifestyle. Professor 
Lahiri learned skills at 
adapting to different 
situations. 

With these “very reli¬ 
gious” relatives, she 
“learned the simple 
practices of religion at 
an early age and devel¬ 
oped faith in a higher 
power” that has helped 
her “enormously to 
meet life’s challenges.” 
She was told to talk to 


God in the language of 
her heart - at the altar 
every morning and 
evening. 5he still does. 

In choosing the 
endogenous variables 
in her utility function. 
Professor Lahiri 
acknowledges the great 
impact that her parents, 
especially her mother, 
had on her. 

“I am probably the 
fifth generation in my 
family to have received 
college education,” 
Lahiri stated. 

“However, as a woman. 


I am in my family’s 
first generation to have 
received a college 
degree in the pursuit of 
higher education.” 

“Even in my genera¬ 
tion,” Lahiri continued, 
“the predominant moti¬ 
vation behind receiving 
a college baccalaureate 
degree for women was 
mainly a qualification 
for marriage rather than 
empowerment through 
education.” 


Her family’s convic¬ 
tion in the empowering 
value of education, 
especially for women, 

led her to excel in aca¬ 
demics and “to decide 
to choose a career path 
as an educator and ded¬ 
icated teacher.” 

Professor Lahiri 
draws strength from 
her faith and religion. 
She seeks to live out 
the key belief of 
Hinduism “to perform 
one’s dharma or duties 
without being too 
caught up in the expec¬ 
tations of the fruits of 
one’s actions.” She 
teaches her children 
that “contentment is 
better than riches.” 

Realizing that every 
thing is transitory, 
“What seems very 
important today, may 
not seem that important 
tomorrow”, she tries 
not to take life’s expe¬ 
riences too seriously.

Lending a 
hand to the 
engineers of 
tomorrow

The Junior Engineer 
Technical Society is a program 
that allows high school stu¬ 
dents to ‘TRY-ON’ engineer¬ 
ing. UMass Lowell sponsors 
the JETS program that takes 
students from grades eight 
through 12 from over 20 high 
schools in the New England 
Area. UMass Lowell helps 
these students apply science 
and mathematics to real life, 
while they see how the applica¬ 
tion of these sciences influ¬ 
ences our lives socially, politi¬ 
cally, and economically. 

High school students from 
Arlington high, Austin Prep, 
Chelmsford, Worcester, Lowell, 
Littleton and many others par¬ 
ticipate in a competition called 
TEAM+S (Test of Engineering 
Aptitude for Mathematics and 
Sciences). “This is an open, 
book open discussion engineer¬ 
ing competition,” says program 
advisor Penny Donahue. “It 
helps build their team develop¬ 
ment and problem solving 
skills.” 

As an Administrative 
Assistant for the Chemical 
Engineering Department, 
Donahue runs the program for 
UMass Lowell with help from 
the deans and faculty. 

“The program helps teach 
them what engineering is all 
about, and builds meaningful

skills they can use in life,” 
said Donahue.

tion in high school and is now a 
sophomore plastics engineering 
major at UMass Lowell. 

This year the program will 
again be sponsoring the 
National Engineering Design 
Challenge on Jan. 16 at 
Cumnock Hall. The NEDC is a 
competition in which the high 
school students compete against 
each other by designing and 
building a product.

Teachers may begin to drop out too

Parents and Teachers fear the 
future of the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS). This may be 
the downfall not only of stu¬ 
dents, but could discourage 
future teachers as well. 

The Boston Globe has report¬ 
ed that schools are adjusting 
class schedules, establishing 
summer school programs and 
launching tutoring initiatives to 
give students more instruction in 
English and math, at the 
expense, some say, of history 
and science education. State 
education officials say that it is 
appropriate, given that the 
school graduation requirements, 
which will not go into effect 
until the year of 2003, do not 
require students to pass history 
and science sections of the 
MCAS. 

Recent studies showed that 
the results of the 2000 MCAS 
exam revealed that 34 percent of 
tenth graders failed English, 45 
percent failed the math portion 
and 37 percent failed science. 

Abigail Themstrom, member 
of the State Board of Education 
said, “These kids need to know 
how to read, write, and com¬ 
pute. That's the first task. We’re 
very far from having accom¬ 
plished that. We have to focus 
on these priorities.” 

The science and history por¬ 
tion are a requirement to gradu¬ 
ate, however, state education 
officials have delayed this pre¬ 


requisite. 

In poor and urban sectors, 
results of the MCAS exam 
showed that 60 percent of black 
students and 66 percent of 
Latino students failed the 
English portion as opposed to 
27 percent of Caucasian stu¬ 
dents. 

The Globe reported, “As 
resources equalize in poor and 
rich districts, educators will 
need to put more emphasis on 
the mainstream minority stu¬ 
dents who are shortchanged in 
districts where disproportionate 
numbers of severely disadvan¬ 
taged students drain budgets. 

The goal remains to increase 
erudition, not blot out testing.” 

The MCAS tests begin as 
early as grade three. The exam 
consists of English Language 
Arts, Mathematics, Science and 
Technology and History and 
Social Sciences. These subjects 
vary in the different grade lev¬ 
els. 

The reasons for MCAS testing 
is to administer the test annually 
in grades 4, 8 and 10 to all stu¬ 
dents across the 
Commonwealth, including stu¬ 
dents with disabilities and limit¬ 
ed English proficiency. The test 
is supposed to measure perfor¬ 
mance based on learning stan¬ 
dards, and be able to report the 
performance of individual stu¬ 
dents, schools and districts. 
Professional scorers and 
Massachusetts teachers who 
have been specifically trained 
score the tests. The results from 
the test will identify the weak¬ 
nesses and strengths in the cur¬ 


riculum and instruction. 

The MCAS exam is a state 
requirement. Parents and teach¬ 
ers, who do not agree with the 
way the MCAS exam tests chil¬ 
dren, have no say. 

In the year 2003, tenth 
graders will be required to pass 
the MCAS exam as one of the 
many requirements needed for 
students to receive their high 
school diploma. If they do not 
pass the first time around, they 
will be able to try until their 
senior year of high school if 
necessary. 

What could this mean for our 
future generation? It could mean 
a higher drop out rate than we 
have now. 

Even though many schools 
are implementing extensive pro¬ 
grams for support as well as 
summer schools, students may 
find this as a discouragement 
towards passing at all. 

Carolyn Richards, Director of 
Programs at Lowell High 
School said, “We already have a 
high drop out rate, but it has not 
changed since we implemented 
the MCAS exams. It is a benefi¬ 
cial move.” 

Students, on the other hand, 
do not think it is such a benefi¬ 
cial move. According to a report 
issued by the Board of 
Education, students who out¬ 
performed 50 percent to 75 per¬ 
cent of their peers on nation¬ 
wide standardized tests received 
a “needs improvement” on the 
MCAS exam.

The sustainability of a new major 

After three years RESD still going strong

The UMass Lowell Regional 
Economic and Social 
Development department is 
completing its third year. This 
major enables students to get an 
education in the regional eco¬ 
nomic and social development 
process. 

Dr. .Arlene McCormack, a 
professor in the department, 
teaches an undergraduate class 
called Regions of the 
Merrimack Valley. This class 
concentrates on the development 
and sustainability of the 
Memmack Valley. Right now 
her students are studying Salem, 
Massachusetts. 

The students are wonderful,” 
said McCormack. “They really 
w ant to make a difference.” 

Students can combine degree 
programs while they are under¬ 


graduates. A Bachelor of Arts or 
a Bachelor of Science can be 
combined with a Master of Arts 
in the Economic and Social 
Development of Regions. 

Juniors and seniors are eligible 
to apply for admission into the 
joint B.A./M.A. degree program 
offered by the Regional 
Economic and Social 
Development department. All 
applicants must have a 3.0 or 
better (on a 4.0 scale). 

In the graduate program, stu¬ 
dents have three-degree concen¬ 
trations to choose from. 
Regional and Community 
Development, concentrating on 
tools for analyzing and planning 
economic development at the 
local and regional level; 
Organization, Technology and 
Policy, concentrating on the 
understanding how to manage 
innovation, technological 
change, and industrial develop¬ 
ment; and Social and Historical 


Dynamics of Development, con¬ 
centrating on analyzing and act¬ 
ing on the social aspects of 
development, including income 
distribution an environmental 
issues. All graduate courses are 
co-taught and rarely exceed 20 
students. 

The professors who teach 
courses for this department 
come from numerous disci¬ 
plines. Dean Bergeron, MA. 
History; Robert Forrant. Ph.D., 
History; Laurence Gross, Ph.D., 
American Civilization; Sarah 
Kuhn, Ph.D., Urban Studies and 
Planning; William Lazonick, 
Ph.D., Economics; William 
Mass, Ph.D., Economics; Arlene 
McCormack, Ph.D., Sociology; 
John McDougall, Ph.D., 
Sociology; Jena Pyle, Ph.D., 
Economics; Linda Silka, Ph.D., 
Social Psychology; Chris Tilly, 
Ph.D., Economics and Urban 
Studies; and John Wooding, 

Ph D., Political Science. 
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opposes the MCAS. The heavy 
pressures on school and teach¬ 
ers to improve the MCAS 
scores will, and has already lim¬ 
ited curriculum to be able to 
focus on a the short term goal 
of raising test scores. This has 
led to the elimination of many 
worthwhile programs. Teachers 
are forced to “teach the test” for 
the sake of students graduating. 

According to Donald Pierson, 
Dean of the Graduate School of 
Education at UMass Lowell, 
there has been no lack of stu¬ 
dents going into the teaching 
field. As of June 2000, 96 per¬ 
cent of graduate students taking 


the teacher’s test have passed 
and gone on into the teaching 
field. 

Although some future teach¬ 
ers may not go into districts 
where there is a high drop out 
rate, there are still people who 
want to teach the next genera¬ 
tion. 

“The MCAS exam provides a 
positive and negative impact. 
The positive side is that it pro¬ 
vides a visible standard. If this 
becomes the current standard, 
which right now is out of reach 
for many students, and the state 
enforces, it then a higher drop 
out rate might occur in the near 
future,” said Pierson.

Harris is playing three shows 
before the 14 th , including 
WJUL’s Rock for Tots on 
December 5 lh along with Center 
of the Earth. Center of the Earth 
has two shows before the 14 th . 
Dr. Hump and the Funtubes will 
be recording a full length CD 
before the show. Static Mind has 
continued writing songs with all 
hope that they are not the band 
that will have to break up.

After graduation, the 
Alumni Association regards 
members as friends and associ¬ 
ates working together for the 
common good. Many alumni 
choose to become members of 
the Association, contributing 
time, money and good work. 
Since 1978, the Alumni 
Association has annually recog¬ 
nized an alumnus/ae worthy of 
receiving our Distinguished 


Alumni Award at a very public 
function. They have all been 
members who have not only 
distinguished themselves by 
their accomplishments, but also 
all of us who are alumni. 

The Association is committed 
to the advancement and prestige 
of its alumni and to the adminis¬ 
tration and management of an 
endowment fund for philan¬ 
thropic purposes, primarily ded¬ 
icated to the award of student 
scholarships.

About two weeks ago I 
received a phone call from 
Student services, asking if it 
was alright if they gave out 
my dorm room phone num¬ 
ber to a few students who 
were trying to get in touch 
with me.

When I 
returned the phone calls, to 
my surprise, they were foot¬ 
ball players inquiring about 
my article in the Halloween 
edition of the Connector 
entitled "Ruggles Struggles." 

I was surprised to find out 
that the majority of the play¬ 
ers agreed with me and 
wanted me to take that arti¬ 
cle a step further by writing 
another one on their behalf, 
which I was more than 
happy to do. All of the play¬ 
ers that I talked to asked to 
remain nameless, so in turn I 
asked them to talk to the 
other players on the team in 
order to find out what both - 
ered them the most about 
losing and about Coach 
Ruggles. Keep in mind when 
I wrote that article, which 


even I considered afterward 
to be a little much, I have 
had never met or even 
talked to Coach Ruggles. In 
this article I will voice the 
complaints of the players in 
a tactful way, promising to 
be as fair to the Coach and to 
the program as I can, while 
telling the truth. 

The players talked a lot 
about the type of guy Coach 
Ruggles is. "He is one of the 
nicest guys you would ever 
meet," said one player. By 
this point I felt like a total 
loser for writing the last arti¬ 
cle that practically did noth¬ 
ing but bash the Coach. If he 
was such a nice guy then 
why does most of the team 
want to get rid of him, I 
asked? The majority of the 
team is tired of losing and 
thinks it is time for a change. 
Nothing personal to their 
present Coach, but he gave 
his best effort and now they 
want to give someone else a 
try. 

I was shocked at some of 
the complaints the players 
had with Coach Ruggles. 
Players and parents alike are 
disgusted with the Coach for 
maybe not so much his lack 
of effort, but at the 
University for hiring a coach 
with such a lack of knowl¬ 
edge when it comes to win¬ 
ning football games. I was 
told the Coach Ruggles 


refuses to change his style, 
even after a losing effort. 
When he is given new strate¬ 
gies from players and even 
other coaches, he chooses to 
ignore them. More than half 
of the team at the end of the 
year survey asked for a new 
coach and it seems athletic 
director Dana Skinner has a 
big decision on his hands. 
Coach Ruggles contract is up 
in January of this year and it 
was rumored that he has 
already been resigned to a 
new contract. 

I was told that talented 
players on the team have 
filed transfer papers just in 
case he comes back as the 
Head Coach next year. If 
they do bring Coach Ruggles 
back for another year it 
sounds like it is too late for 
him to make a major change 
in his coaching philosophies 
because most of his players 
have already tuned him out. 
His message was ignored 
this year and the team's dis¬ 
cipline definitely displayed 
that on the field. The players 
have lost their respect for 
him. They want tougher 
competition and tougher 
coaching. 

One of the biggest com¬ 
plaints from the players is 
that the football program 
here is run like a high school 
team. Special teams, one of 
their biggest weaknesses, is 


barely ever practiced. 
Conditioning is done as a 
team rather than individual¬ 
ly. How do you ever expect 
to get the running backs and 
wide receivers in good shape 
when they are running with 
the offensive and defensive 
lineman? 

Another huge complaint 
among the players is that 
they have no depth chart. 
Coach Ruggles has been 
known to play his favorites 
and been more inclined to 
play kids based upon senior¬ 
ity rather than talent. This, 
like his personality is nice, 
but if you have a talented 
player sitting on the sideline 
simply because he is a fresh¬ 
men and you have an untal- 
ented senior in the game 
simply because he is a 
senior, you will never win 
football games. You're a 
great guy Coach Ruggles, 
but you will never win foot¬ 
ball games. This team needs 
more than just a friend - they 
need a coach. 

I cannot say I blame the 
players who look at success¬ 
ful teams like C.W. Post and 
ask why they cannot have a 
winning team like they do? I 
was told this school's off¬ 
season conditioning program 
was a joke. The players who 
do work hard and show up 
are not rewarded for their 
hard work, while the players 


that blow it off are not pun¬ 
ished. 

Does this team have a play- 
book detailing every oppos¬ 
ing teams weaknesses and 
strengths? How can you win 
football games when you do 
not have any information 
about the opposing team to 
study? 

Where is the recruiting for 
this team? The players we 
are lucky enough to have 
here playing football are 
forced to leave the program 
after they see how the pro¬ 
gram is run.. 

Maybe we need to have 
some scholarship money put 
into the football program. 
After all, the hockey team 
gets a lot of money, and 
although they have a losing 
record they still can compete 
with the best players and 
teams in the country. Why 
build a new stadium if you 
never plan to put any money 
into the program? 

This past week I wrote a let¬ 
ter to Dana Skinner, the 
Athletic Director of the 
school, asking him to please 
consider his decision about 
the coaching future of this 
team wTsetyrTW-playfir^^^ 
parents, and students arefecr 
up with losing, and after five 
years of much of the same, 
we all think it is time for a 
change. —-

UML vs. UNH match 
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up ends in tie

The River Hawks met a surg¬ 
ing Wildcat team, on a roll with 
it 10-3-1 record including a 4-2- 
0 clip in Hockey East, in 
Friday’s game at the Tsongas 
Arena. Historically, the Wildcats 
have won nine of the last 11 
meetings with the River Hawks, 
including eight in a row. The 
two teams skated to an audience 
of 4,408. 

Players on the bench include 
sophomore defenseman Josh 
Reed who had sustained a groin 
pull in the 2 to 0 loss to Maine 
November 17 and will likely be 


sidelined until the holidays, and 
Junior Ken Farrell. Farrell is still 
feeling symptoms of a concus¬ 
sion suffered in practice three 
weeks ago and missed his sev¬ 
enth straight game. 

In the first period, Laurent 
Meunier got the first scoring 
opportunity for UMass Lowell 
only 35 seconds into the game. 
Lowell was able to keep the 
pressure on the Wildcats, which 
led to UML’s first goal at the 
3:32 mark of the period. The 
goal was scored by sophomore 
forward Ed McGrane who 
received the pass at the side of 
the net and put it past UNH 
goalie Ty Conklin. The assists 
went to sophomore Mark 


Concannon and freshman 
Jerramie Domish. UMass 
Lowell went up 2 to 0 when 
senior Brad Rooney scored at 
the 6:34 mark of the period. The 
goal came off a rebound in front 
of the net. After one period of 
play, the River Hawks were out- 
shooting UNH 10-2. 

In the second period, had a 
excellent chance to go up three 
goals but the shot hit the post 
and bounced out. The half way 
mark of the game saw UML out 
shooting UNH 15-5. Jerramie 
Domish laid a hip check on the 
UNH player at center ice at the 
14:28 mark of the period. After 
two periods of play the score 
was 2 to 0 Lowell and was out 


shooting the Wildcats 18-5. 

In the third period, UNH got 
two goals in the span of 17 sec¬ 
onds to tie the game at two a 
piece. The first UNH goal was 
scored by David Busch at the 
4:00 mark of the period and was 
assisted by Corey-Joe Ficek and 
Nick Mounsey. Ficek went on to 
score the second UNH goal at 
4:17 mark of the period. Both 
goals came while the teams were 
at even strength. At the 7:36 
mark senior Nick Carso had a 
great chance to break the tie but 
was unable to put it past the 
UNH goalie on the breakaway. 
The game went into overtime, 
but neither team was able to 
score. The final score was a 2 to 


2 . 

The coach had this comment 
after the game, “We had oppor¬ 
tunities to make 3 to 0 and we 
had some quality chances, which 
the third one would have been 
huge.” 

Senior Brad Rooney when 
asked about feeling excited or 
discouraged after the game had 
this comment, “It was disheart¬ 
ening that we didn’t win the 
game because we had played so 
many teams close.”
